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Keston Common is the name given to the tipper 
or south end of Hayes Common. There is a windmill 
at the highest point, close to which are three ponds, the 
source of the Ravensboume. The spring, known as 
Caesar's WeU, which feeds these ponds, was in the 
18th century fitted as a “Qold Bath'
